Nothing had been added to the already 
splendid decoration of the ducal apart- 
ments except a wealth of beautiful flowers, 
chiefly roses grown at Chatsworth and else- 
where on the Duke’s estates. The air was 
filled with the delicious scent of the lovely 
blossoms. : 

The gorgeous, lofty chambers, including 
the ballroom and salon, the only two apart- 
ments allotted to dancing, blazed with a 
dazzling light and were as brilliant as 
Aladdin’s palace. The ballroom is a splen- 
dia harmony in white and gold. The salon 
has a vaulted ceiling, exquisitely painted. 
The adjoining drawing rooms, nearly all of 
which are furnished and decorated in the 
Louis Quatorze style, made an equally ap- 
propriate and magnificent setting for the 
splendid throng. A specially constructed 
staircase led to the large garden in the rear. 
The trees in the garden were dazzlingly 
studded with lights, and now and again a 
blaze of colored fire would burst out among 
the trees, illuminating the costumes as 
though it were sunlight. 

The Duchess of Devonshire, as Zenobia, 
wore a costume of green, white, and gold, 
and many huge diamonds. Diamonds hung 
from the horns of her gold helmet, which 


pearls hung in chains about her head and 
shoulders. She received her guests with 
handsome, stately grace. The Duke of 
Devonshire appeared as Charles V. of Ger- 
many. He wore a costume of black velvet,

Shot from a Level. 

The nature of Nelson's wound shows that 
he was shot by somebody who sat or stood 
on a level with him at the time and at some 
distance from the victim. His clothing 
shows no powder burns, as would be the 
case if the shot had been fired at close range. 

The second shot indicates that it was fired 
from an elevation, as if the victim had fallen 
when the bullet clipped through, his coat 
collar and grazed his neck on the right side, 
Just above the clothing. What is cadled a 
| bullet burn was noticed in the perforated 
coat collar. 

It is possible the bullet is actually in Nel- 
ens heart. Dr. Thomas Grace of the Chi- 
thrust his finger 
‘through the wound into the pericardium or 
‘sack incloésing the heart. But he could feel 
no bullet, although it might have slipped 
don between the percardium and the heart 
or have been buried in the muscular tibsues 
ofthe organ. 

| Bullet of Small Caliber. 
Dr. Grace thinks from the size of the 
te sy it was made by either a 22 or 82 caliber 
llet. 
The ball cut straight through the sternum 
or breast bone, a little to the left of the 
| median lihe and at the juncture of the fourth 
, rib. It cut out a piece of the sternum the 
Size of a nickel. Either a bone fragment or 
the bullet penetrated the

table he was all but dead. No pulse could 
be detected.

Questioned by the Police, She De- 
 ,@lares She Doesn’t Know Whe 
Shot Charles Nelson. 


‘It was a long and trying day ſor Mrs. 
Staples yesterday. It was 2 a. m. when the 
young woman arrived at the Fiftieth Street 


emtling and exuberant, though this may 
have come from nervous excitement. When 
confronted by Lieutenant Larkin in his 
office almost the first words she said were: | 
“ TAeutenant, will you treat me right if I 
tell you all?“ 
But apparently Mrs. Staples never told 
all. She seemed to get to a certain place 
where either her confidence or her courage 
failed her, and though she was repeatedly 
led up to a point where any disclosures 
might have been of great value to the police 
definite information could not be secured 
from her. 
Mrs. Staples’ story as first told to the 
Lieutenant was substantially as follows: 
“I had been keeping company with Mr. 
Nelson for some time and last night at 7:80 
o'clock he called at my home, 1557 Michigan 
avenue, and we both went away on our bicy- 
cles. We rode south and we passed by thé 
home of my sister, Mrs. Herman Keck, 113 
Oakwood avenue, where he saw the folks 
sitting in front and they waved their hands 


several hours in riding about the different 
streets and boulevards. 

His Head in Her Lap. 

About 10 o'clock, both being tired, we 
went into the park to rest and lay down on 
the grass. Charlie's head was in my lap 
and I was singing to him, when suddenly 
there was a shot and Charlie jumped to his 
feet. I also sprang up, and then there came 


started to run around the bushes, when 
suddenly a man sprang out and placed a 
revolver at my breast. I had attempted to 
scream, but he placed his hand on my 
mouth with the words, ‘Not a sound for 
your life's sake.“ I grasped the barrel of 
the revolver with both hands and succeeded 
in turning it away from my breast. I could 
see the man’s great, big eyes shine in the 
dark.

YELLOW FEVER ON A PACIFIC LINER. 


Many Passengers and Sailors Leaving 
Panama for San Francisco Con- 
tract the Disease. 


New York, July 2.—Passengers who are 
rived here tonight on the steamship Allianca 
tell a harrowing story of their experience 
aboard the Pacific Mall steamer City of 
Para, which left Panama for San Francisco 
on May 23Tast. Two days after clearing the 
isthmus yellow fever broke out among the 
crew and passengers, which caused a panic 
and resulted in the death of the commander 
of the vessel, Captain Martensen. 

Three-fourths of the passengers, it is said, 
were attacked by the disease and at least 
a dozen of them found watery graves, When 
the vessel finally reached San Francisco the 
facts of the terrible voyage were suppressed 
and the sickness and deaths were attributed 
to tropical dysentery. But the passengers 
who came here tonight say that the symp- 
toms were plainly those of yellow fever. 

The disease Was raging on the isthmus, 
but when the passengers went on board the 
City of Para they were told by the officers 
that they need not have any fear. There 
was no effort at fumigation, and when Mrs. 
Captain Mitchell, the wife of an Englishman 
commanding one of the vessels of the 
Chilean line, appeared on the City of Para 
heavily velled there was no uneasiness. 
Three days out she died from the so-called 
“tropical dysentery.” She was buried at 
sea, and the next to be taken down was 
Captain Martensen. Before he died the 
fever had spread all over the ship.

Mrs. Paget’s dreg was a marvelous story 
in white and gold and was literally covered 
with jewels. Nothing like such gems on an 
American lady's dress was ever seen in 
London or elsewhere. The costume was

London, July 2.—The Duke of Connaught 
presided at a banquet given this evening by 
the Colonial Institute to the colonial Prem- 
iers at the Hotel Cecil. Covers were laid 
for 600. Among those present were Lord 
Halsbury, the Lord Chancellor, the Earl of 
Selborne, the Earl of Jersey, Lord Loch, 
Mr. Goschen, the First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty; Sir George Fapdel-Phillips, Lord Mayor; 
and most of the Gonsular Agents General. 
The Duke of Connaught toasted the 
United Empiré,”’ coupling Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s name with the toast. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, in responding, said if the coionial 
Premiers remained much longer in Ergland 
they would all be killed by kindness. He ad- 
‘mitted that the goal of his aspirations was 
to see Canadians of French descent sitting 
at Westminster. If he were a younger man 
he would hope to realize that ambition; 
but today his only ambition was to get a 
denunciation of eertain foreign treaties 
which were a blot on colonial development. 

The Rt.-Hon. George Goschen, responding

The rioters shouted war cries and vile epi- 
thets, and grossly insulted the European 
women. 

Danger for Europeans. 

In several parts of Calcutta it is still dan- 
gerous for Europeans to go about and it 18 
hkely to remain so, owing to the nature 
cf the compromise with which the riot was 
brought to an end. : 

The trouble is greatly increased by the 
ebsence of the higher officials, most of whom 
are now in! the hills. Those who remained 
behind ‘hesitated to undertake the responsi- 
bility of extreme measures. The result was 


that the troops were not allowed to fire or 


to take the offensive, even when exposed 
to every kind of indignity and insult. Their 
behavior and self-restraint under the cir- 
cumstances were admirable.

After she had closed 
her door she was startled by the report of 
the shot. 
During the night Hook had Sooo 
of severe headache, and several times left 
his bed with the hope of getting relief. The 
coming of the morning, with the added heat 
of the sun, only made his condition worse. 
At 8 o'clock he said he would go down-town., 


hoping that the air would benefit him. He 


also had in view a trip to some cool resort 
in the country, and his wife had hoped that 
he would arrange to leave the city today. 

When the sound of the pistol shot was 
heard Mrs. Hook and Mrs. Evans, the own- 
er of the hotel, rushed to the side of the 
prostrate man, who was:then dying. The 
pistol lay at his elbow. Blood trickling 
trom a hole in the temple assisted in an 
explanation of the tragedy. 

Deputy Coroner Batch held an inquest at 
g o’clock, the jury returning a verdict that 
‘Mr. Hook took his life while despondent.

Mayor Ranger said yesterday: 15 

I have heard, of course, complaints from 
soreheads that I was still a member of the 
firm of Hobson & Ranger, and therefore in- 
terested in the building of the city hall by 
Kr. Hobson. 

*** But this is not true. I am not a partner 
of Hobson. Our dissolution papers were 
drawn up last September, long before I had 
any thought of running for Mayor.

Points. in Darrow Paper. 
Mr. Darrow in his paper said, among other 
things: 


The discussion over oral or written instructions 
is a controversy over trial by jury. Those who 
“advocate a change of our present practice deny 
that this vital question is involved, but amongst 
its advocates are all of that increasing number 
of our citizens who distrust and rail at trial by 
jury and who extol and laud the greatness, Wis- 
dom, and virtue of eourta. Trial by jury often 
works injustice and wrong. Jurors are frequently 
stupid, prejudiced, and corrupt, but with all its 
intperfections, trial by jury is probably the strong 
est and most effectual bulwark of personal lib- 
erty of any institution ever made by man. 
trial by jury is worth preserving, it is only be- 
cause after all allowances and deductions are 
made it is yet wiser and safer and better that 
‘juries should determine facts, and Judges should 
only be allowed to interpret and declare the law. 

Today in IIlinots the Judges are clothed with 
the authority and duty of instructing juries in 
writing as to the Jaw and the law alone. They 
are given the power to pass upon all questions of 
admissibility of evidence and to take cases from 
the jury where there is no evidence upon which 
a verdict can rest. They are given authority to 
set aside the judgments of jurjes where the verdict 
is in their opinion clearly against the weight of 
the evidence. 

Simply Take the Right. 

They also assume the right to lecture juries, dis 
charge them, and even fine them where they re- 
turn a verdict of not guilt¥ in the case of some 
accused person whom the Judge fancies ought to 
be condemned. Where they found this last right 
is not easy to ascertain. They. are not given it. 
They simply took it, and its use is a violation of 
the spirit of trial by jury. To any. one who really 
believes in trial by jury the purpose of giving 
greater power to a Judge is by ho means clear. 

If I believed that Judges were wholly or infinite- 
ly wise or were glways true to liberty or were uni- 
formly learned, kind, and sympathetic, or were 
never prejudiced, tyrannical, or corrupt, I might 
be willing to enlarge their power. The history of 
the world has been one long, dark struggle be- 
tween despotism on the one hand and democracy 
on the other, and every new triumph of the peo- 
ple, every curtailment of authority has brought 
good to the world. 


Aid Rich Rather than Poor. 


Mr. Darrow then entered into a criticism 
of the tendency of the courts to aid the rich 
agaifist the poor. He admitted that this 
was not due to the corruptie& of the Judges, 
but to natural causes. The speaker main- 
tRined that the ablest lawyers are in the 
emplvy of corporations and that these prac- 
tittoners are today mere, machines for mak- 
ing money. He said: 

Their talents are for sale to the highest bidder. 
For a stipulated fee the lawyer will seek to make 
the law constitutional or unconstitutional. He 
often goes beyond this and sells his talents to the 
common lobbyist to promote the most iniquitous 
schemes. Whatever the ofd books may say about 

tho lawyerand the honor of the lawyer's profession, 


and however nyuck falsehood our law lecturers 


may teach as to the high standard Which a lawyer 
Ougiit to take, the fact remains that nearly all the 
ablest lawyers place their talents in the market to 
sell to the highest bidder, and the one who does 
not or who espouses an unpopular cause without 
— * tee ~~; for any such foolish whiin as 

re 0 stice an r * sidered a hair- 
brained crank. 

Mr. Darrow also contended that the enor- 
mous precedents of property rights 8 
personal rights were due largely to Judge- 
made law.

The client places money in the custody of his 
lawyer to be applied as directed, and as a rule 
takes no receipt. He. deposits money with his 
banker, but invariably takes a voucher. There 
is no supervisory examination of the affairs of a 
lawyer, hut the public causes quarterly examina- 


conduct * their 


tions to be made of the affairs of its incorporated 


banks. Within the last two years 4,000 lawyers 
have been practicing in this city; and during the 
same time fifty-three incorporated banks have 
been depositories of the publi¢. Of all the mill- 
fons coming into the custody of these attorneys 


the amount embezzled, so far as is known, is 


less than $10,000. 

Eight ver cent of these fifty-three banks, having 
a capital and surplus of 63.000. 000 and deposits 
of $14,000,000, are now in the hands of receivers, 
What the loss to the stockholders and depositors 
is is not known. This does not dnclude the record 
of private bankers, but in their cases the abuse 


| of trust have been more flagrant and the per- 


centage of payment to depositors will be much less. 

Judge John Barton Payne spoke about the 
successful efforts of the association in ob- 
taining the location of the Supreme Court 
at Springfield.

Emil Figal and Charles Helder Drive 
Over a Child and Narrowly Es- 
scape Rough Treatment. 


For driving over a little child Emil Figal 
and Charles Heider, tailors, living at 941 
and 987 West Eighteenth street, narrowly 
escaped being roughly handled by a crowd 

of angry Jewish men and boys at Twelfth 
street and Blue Island avenue yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The men were driving north on 
Center avenue, and at the intersection of 
‘Twelfth street and Blue Island avenue they 
ran over a little child. Without stopping to 
ascertain the extent of the child’s injuries, 
it is said, Figal, who owned the rig, lashed 
his horse into a run. Three policemen and 
more than a hundred men and boys who wit- 
nessea the affair immediately started in pur- 
suit. The chase had been going on but a 
short time when a patrol wagon from the 
Maxwell Street Police Stafion joined in the 
pursuit, and after a run of nearly s mile 
succeeded in overtaking the tailors. ‘ 

By the time the policemen got to the Max- 
well Street Station with their prisoners the 
‘street in front of the station was crowded 
with several hundred excited Jewish men 
and boys, and it was with great. difficulty 
the bluecoats forced their way through the 
crowd to the lockup. : 

‘The report was circulated that the child 
was killed, and a number of the more ex- 
cited ones in the crowd were eager to take 
the law into their own hands. But it was 
soon learned that the child was not seri- 
ously 288 and this fact quieted the citi- 
zens, bu Was several ho , 
all left the station. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon Figal and 
Heider, taking. Figd!'s horse and wagon, 
started for the down-town district to de- 
‘liver a lot of clothing. At Twelfth street 
and Blue Island avenue a score of small 
children were playing in the street, Among 
them was Charley Carroll, 3 years old, who 
lives with his parents at 188 String street. 

The children saw the wagon approaching 
at a rapid rate and started for the sidewalk. 
They all succeeded in getting there except 
the little Carroll boy, who was struck by 
the front wheel of the wagon and knocked 
to the pavement. He was rendered uncon- 
scious but was not seriously injured. 

Instead of stopping to learn the extent of 
the boy's injuries, Figal, it is said, lashed 


in Center avenue. Thrée policemen who 
witnessed the affair started in pursuit, and 
100 citizens took up the chase. Figal turned 
-his horse east at Eleventh street and drove 
to Morgan, where he again turned south. 
At Morgan and Twelfth streets a number of 
men endeavored to head off the running 
horse, but they were unsuccessful. At Max- 
well street the driver again turned east and 
drove directly in front ot the Maxwell Street 
Police Station. 

The patrol wagon had returned from a 
fire but a short time before, and the horses 
were in the barn facing the street, still at- 
Fahey, Moore, aha Wither

ered before the police succeeded in over- 
taking the fugitives at Halsted and Max- 
well streets. 

The two men were taken to the police 
station and Figal was held on the — 
of criminal carelessness and fast driving.

He states that he tried to make Figal stop 
the horse, but the latter refused to do 80. 

The. injured boy was taken to his home in 
the patrol wagon.

Sir Richard Burton, the celebrated ex- 
plorer, whose books of travel have reference 
to every quarter of the globe, was one of 
those unfortunate men who have to be de- 
fended as strenuously from their friends as 
from their enemies. When his niece, Miss 
Georgiana Stisted, wrote what purported to 
be the True Life of Sir Richard Burton, 
she mingled with her panegyric such wanton 
accusations against the wife of her hero that 
it has been deemed necessary by W. H. Wil- 
| kins to publish the romance of Lady Bur- 
| ton’ s life, in Which these charges are most 
indignantly denied. The natural conse- 
Auence is that in the defense of Lady Burton 
those old stories which darkened whole 
career of Sir Richard have been once more 
brought to light, and, although they are 
carefully. contradicted, the reawakened 
knowledge of their existence can hardly be 
said to embellish the fame of the dead ex- 
Tr. 
Miss Stisted's attacks upon Isabel, Lady 
Burton, may be classed under three heads. 
In the first place, there is the general as- 
sault upon her character as being 122 
of the spouse of so heroic a man; secondly,

Yet on One of 
his last days he said: “I wish I had been 
busier.” Then he asked, dubiously: “I 
have done a little work, don't you think?” 
It is difficult to see how he could have done 
more in his fifty-elght years of life, for he 
did the work of several ordinary men. * 
The book cannot be called a harmonious 
or well-rounded biography. The constant 
introduction of eulogistic addresses and 
newspaper, articles interferes with the 
thread of the story. Too much space is 
taken up with matters not of the first im- 
portance. Yet the true nobility of the man’s 
great and unselfish nature somehow shines 
through the imperfections of the biography 
and fascinates the reader, his atten- 
tion to the end. 


Mrs. Hall’s European Travels. 

Two Women Abroad. By Adelaide 8. 
Hall. Illustrated. Chicago: Monarch 
Book company. 

As a member of the Woman's club and as 
the President of the Arche club for nearly 
a decade, Mrs. Hall is widely known among 
Chicago women. For those who are ac- 
quainted wien her powers it is therefore 
but fair to say at the outset that the sim- 
ple and unpretentious narrative of travel 
that she has put into “Two Women 
Abroad is evidently not made for the 
pampered palate of the deeply read and 
widely traveled city connoisseur. There ts 
nothing particularly new in the book, ex- 

t the author's own enthusiastic good 
humor. It is the simple narrative of ‘an 
extensive trip over that whole hackneyed 
and very definite region termed abroad,“

Bay, with control of the port customs. 
The conspiracy, now that it has been ex- 
posed, will be likely to cause excitement in 
England, as it threatens its right of re- 
version in Delagoa Bay, the finest of the 
east African harbors and the nearest point 
ot access to its own east African possessions 
by railroad communication. The long con- 
flict as to the right of possession of the bay 
between Portugal and Great Britain was 
settled in 1875. In 1835 the Boers had laid 
claim to it and attempted to form a settle- 
ment on the bay, and in 1858 the Transvaal 
actually incorporated it. The question in 
dispute between the three powers was sub- 
mitted to the arbitration of M. Thiers, the 
French President, and was finally decided 
im fayor of Portugal by his successor, Gen- 
eral MacMahon, in 1875, but in this settle- 
ment it was provided that should Portugal 
ever give it up it would revert to Great 
Britain. Should Portugal, therefore, decide 
to sell out its rights to the Boer-German 
syndicate, which would be equivalent to its 
transfer to the Transvaal, she will undoubt- 
edly find herself speedily in trouble with 
Great Britain. That power cannot afford to 
let the Boers, its old time enemies, control 
all access to its own east African provinces. 


QANDIDATE WHITE TELLS THE TRUTH. 

Mr. White, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor in Iowa, is more outspoken than 
Altgeld and is bolder than Bryan. He has 
taken as his motto the words used by Presi- 
dent Cleveland in the campaign of 1884: 
“Tell the truth.” He is dealing out infor- 
mation as to what he expects the conse- 
quences of free coinage will be with a 
frankness which will paralyze the more 
cautious politicians of his party. They 
know what the consequences will be. but 
have not made them public for fear of 
alienating the votes of those who believe 
it is wrong to cheat. 

Candidate White announces that he 
wants free coinage so that the purchasing 
power of the money in use in the United 
“The money of to- 
day is too valuable. I believe in making 
money less valuable.” That the purchas- | 
ing power of the free coinage silver dollar 
would be less than that of the gold dollar 
Mr. White takes for granted, but he ad- 
mits frankly he does not know what the 
ultimate value of the silver dollar would be. 
He states: 
No man can tell what the value of the silver 
dollar will be under unlimited coinage at 16 to 
1. We do not know how much silver will be mined; 
or how the processes of mining will be improved. 
If a tremendous amount of silver is mined of 
course the dollar will be very cheap.“ 

May it not drop to a 10-cent dollar?“ 

No one can foretell how cheap the silver dollar 
would be. The value of the dollar would depend 
entirely on the production of Silver.“ 

So Mr. White admits that the free coin- 
age of silver by the United States will not 
arrest the fall in price of silver if the pro- 
duction of that metal continues to in- 
erease and the cost of putting it on the 
market continues to fall. Most free silver- 
ites have contended furiously that the in- 
creased output and cheapened cost of pro- 
duction have had nothing to do with the 
fall in the price of silver, and that free 
coinage would raise its price. Mr. White 
scorns such falsehoods, He believes silver 
will continue to grow cheaper and the dollar 
become less and less valuable under free 
coinage. 

Such a prospect as this does not disturb 
him, He says jauntily that if the dollar 
gets to be too cheap—he does not seem to 
think a dollar can be too cheap—‘“ we could. 
shut down the mints.” He observes sagely | 
that we don’t know when money would 
be so cheap as to be dangerous. We can- 
not tell when we would have to close the 
mints.” They never would be shut. The 
floodgates once opened would not be closed. 
As the dollars fell in value the cry woul 
be for more dollars. | | 

Then Mr. White explains with the great- 
est possible clearness why he wants dollars 
which shall be cheaper than the present 
dollars. He states that— ’ 


One of ‘my neighbors made money years ago by 
selling hogs at nine cents a pound. He loaned 
dome of it to other neighbors, but they have been 
unable to pay it all back because hogs have only 
been bringing three cents a pound. In other 
words, the dollar is worth three times as much 
now as it was years ago because it will buy three 
times as much pork. To do justice, the dollar 
should be reduced to one-third of its value. Then 
the creditor would get as much as he is honestly 


And because hogs do not bring, owing to 
the cheapness of corn, etc., the price they 
did some years ago Mr. White proposes to 
cheat the holders of sixteen billions of cred- . 
its out of half their value. The money de- 
posited in savings banks by workingmen 
and farmers and that deposited in com- 
mercial banks by storekeepers, farmers, and 
others, the outstanding notes given far 
goods bought and money borrowed, and the 
mortgages ou city lots are all to be scaled 
down over one-half because hogs have fall- 
White seems to be more con- 
cerned about hogs than about human be- 
ings. Undoubtedly the hogs are a mere 
pretext for wholesale cheating. | 

He admits that there are cases where 
wrong would be done by making free coin- 
age work retroactively. He was asked: 

Suppose you were tq lend 61.000 of your hard- 
earned money and the remanetization of silver 
should reduce the dollar to a value of 50 cents? 


His answer was “ that of course would do 
me a great injustice.’ But then White 
proceeded to claim that there would be 
but few cases where injustice would be 
done, because most of the dollars loaned 
out in this country were cheap dollars,” 
‘earned before money was enhanced in 
value.” Here Mr. White’s frankness de- 
serts him, for he must know that over half 
of the total volume of credits have come 
into existence within two years. | 

Nevertheless, he is honest enough to ad- 
mit that he and other free silverites want 
eheap money in order that debtors may be 
enabled to repudiate their obligations in 
part. White wants a dollar which he be-- 
lieves will get cheaper and cheaper, so that 
future debtors may be continually cheating 
future creditors.

ATHLETICS AT HARVARD. 

The college aquatic event of the year, 
which was won by Cornell, has evoked a 
variety of scientific “explanations,” but 
by far the wost significant feature of the 
aftermath ix the terse comment of the Bos- 
ton Globe: 

Harvard lost as usual! It will take something 
more than an English coach to put the crimson to 
the fore. Less Beacon street and more brawn are 
needed in the boat. 


There is the essence of all the causes of 
Harvard's deteat. The crew is chosen too 
much from the social register and too little 
from the athletic field, It is a truth known 
of many men, but one that rarely comes to 
the light. At times a friend, jealous of Har- 
vards fair repute, is goaded by pitiable 
failure into an expression of the obvious 
fact, and then the shaft reaches the quick. 
Many other friends of Harvard will hold 
up their hands in horror because of the 
ruthless candor of the Globe. They doubt- 


less all realize the justice of the criticism, 


and probably at various times have secretly 
discussed it together in whispers, but their 
sacred motto has ever been: “ Tell it not in 
Gath; publish it not in the streets of Aske- 
lon.” . 

The truth is, Harvard’s pretensions to 
being a truly national university are to a 
certain extent based on false representa- 
tions. It is not sufficiently cosmopolitan in 
character. It is recruited so extensively 
from Massachusetts and other New Eug- 
land States that the all-pervading tone of 
the institution is Yankee. With such con- 
ditions it cannot fail to be provincial and 
inclined to be narrow. This, moreover, is 
not a matter of accident, but of choice. 
New England influences preponderate be- 
cause Harvard so wishes it. Students from 
New Engländ are sought. Students from 
other Eastern States are tolerated. But 
students from the West seem positively to 
be not wanted. 1555 

This general university spirit finds éon-' 
‘sistent expression in the limitations that 
surround the choice of the athletic repre- 
sentatives. The distinction of being a 
member of the “crew,” or the nine,“ or 
the “eleven” is awarded as a reward for 
possessing an ancestral tree. Beacon street 
distributes the prizes to Beacon street or 
“ Brookline” or certain other allied streets 
and towns, while the brawn of the college, 
being outside of the charmed circle, is 
barred. Wholesome rivalry in which the 
best man shall win has ceased to be the 
maxim in the selection of Harvard's ath- 
letic teams. Clearly defined “ fashiona- 
ble” rings, cliques, societies, and clubs are 
the arbiters, and they have necessarily sac- 
rificed the best chances of college success 
in order to gratify the personal ambitions 
6f the social elect. It is unfortunate for 
college sports that this provincial condition 
exists at Harvard, but perhaps it is fortu- 
nate that a candid friend has spoken out 
| the truth. | 


WHITE'S CONFISCATORY THEORIES. 

The fusion candidafé for Governor in 
Iowa has made a clean breast of his eco- 
nomic theories. First and forémost he is for 
cheap silver dollars for the avowed pur- 
pose of cheating est ditors. That is the um- 
bilical cord which unites the Democrats, 
Populists, and free silver Republicans who 
are supporting White. 

But that candidate holds other doctrines 
which may cuit the Populists, butmust grate 
harshly on the ears of the free silver Re- 
publicans. He is in favor of absolute and 
unqualified free trade. He would “con- 
vert every custom-houge into a hay barn.” 
He would raise the revenues of the govern- 


graded income tax, and a tax on inherit- 
ances, 

Mr. White is of the opinion that the lat- 
ter tax might be 25 per cent on estates of 
$500,000 and 75 per cent on estates of a 
million. ‘His attention being called to the 
fact that there are persons who hold no 
man can create by his own labor wealth 
enough to save more than $50,000 or $100,- 
000 and that all above that limit should be 
confiscated by the State, Mr. White re- 
marked: 

That is socialism. I believe in that. A man 
may acquire more than $100,000 under the forms 
of the law, but in order to do it he must get pos- 
session of some of the wealth created by other 
persons. It is no more than equity that that which 
he has not created should revert to the people. 
‘The holder should be satisfied with the peaceful 
possession and use of it during his lifetime. ix 
may not be constitutional to enforce such an in- 
heritance tax, but the constitution ought to be 
changed. 

The Democrats of Iowa certainly have 
drawn a prize. Intentionally or uniuten- 
tionally they have selected a candidate who 
is as much of a Populist and Socialist as he 
is of a Democrat. Is the Democratic party 
of lowa moving in that direction? Do the 
members of that party believe that no man 
can acquire more than $100,000 without 
taking possession of' the wealth created 
by some one else? Have they so poor an 
opinion of the ability of men of more than 
average intelligence, industry, and econ- 
omy? 

Of course neither they nor White be- 
lieve any such rubbish as that. Their idea 
is to utilize for the benefit of the drones 
of the community the honey hived up by 
its ablest and brightest members. The lat- 
ter are to accumulate wealth by their indus- 
try and then the sluggards are to confiscate 
it for the benefit of officeholders and other 
loafers. 


. BOGUS CITY HALL ECONOMY. 

The city administration is indulging in. 
entirely superfluous congratulations over 
the allotment of the garbage contracts. The 
Superintendent of Streets and Alleys and 
the City Hall in general are boasting of 
their economy and of the saving of the tax- 
payers’ money. They attempt to show that 
the contracts will save about $33,000 over 
the price at which the contracts were let 
last year. The claim of course is bogus. 
The gang in the City Hall is not there for 
the purpose of saving money. 

The truth of the matter is that the con- 
tracts now let are for a period of six months, 
while those of last year were for a period 
of nine months. Comparing the two, as 
has already been done in Taz Trisunz, 
the total figures for the six months this year 
are $100,597, against $133,108 for nine 
months last year. Had the contracts last 
year been six months’ contracts they would 
have been let at the sum af $90,411, or 
$10,186 less than the total for this year’s 
contracts. That is the kind of economy the 
Harrison administration is practicing. In- 
stead of saving the taxpayers $33,000 on 
their contracts it has added over $10,000 
to them. It is thus convidted of attempting 
to get false credit for economy. Of course 
this is exactly what this administration 
got into power for. That $10,000 repre- 
sents first that much profit as well as the 
additional sum which will be levied upon 
the taxpayers for work which will not be 
as well done as it was last year.

This surprised him extremely, 
as he had reason to believe a majority of the 
voters desired to see him elected.

The men who engineered the “ fine 
work” which defeated Leahy wanted a 
person at the head of the school board who 
favored the expenditure of $40,000 for a 
new sche :lhouse, while $26,000 would have 
been ample. Leahy was opposed to this 
steal and hence he was counted out. 

While it is clear as day that outrageous 
frauds have been committed, those election 
officers concerned in and directly responsi- 


turbed or remorséful. They have been 
stealing the votes df citizens and reversing 
the action of the voters. They have been 
guilty of a crime which makes “ govern- 
ment by the people” a mockery. And yet 
these offenders seem to be unconscious that 
they have done anything they should 
ashamed of. 
These men would be guilty of similar 
frauds tomorrow without compunction. 
Their consciences, if they ever had any, 
have decayed and rotted away. Nor do 
these men seem to fear punishment, though 
their guilt is clear. They appear to be of 
the opinion that etimes against the ballot 
box cannot be punished. Se 
It must be admitted that there is much to 
justify them in that belief, Such crimes 
are of frequent commission, but who is 
punished on account of them? Is it not 
about time for the community to turn over 
a new leaf? It may be impossible to make 
men like these Lemont offenders recognize 
the immorality of their acts. But they can 
be taught to see the illegality and the dan- 
ger of such acts.

A DEFICIT SURE TO COME. 

The Republicans in the Senate have de- 
cided to abandon the tea duty and the in- 
creased taxes on beer and manufactured 
tobacco. They admit that if those taxes 
are left as they are the revenue will fall 
below the expenditures for a year at ieast. 
Their oniy scheme for providing for that 
inevitable deficit is a small tax on all trans- 
fers of stocks and bonds. A guess is made 
that this tax will produce about seven 
million dollars. 

But this will not be enough. The Re- 
publican Senators must know that the day 
the new tariff law goes into effect there 
will be a collapse in the custom-howWe rev- 
enues. There will be on hand then over 


portunt dutiable import. In 1896 sugar 
contributed one-third of the custom-house 
revenues. 

Who can expect to get any revenue from 
wool under the new tariff law for a long 
time to come when a year's supply has 
been imported within a few months? For 
a year there will be but little revenue from 
woolens, tobacco, or any of the commodi- 
ties the duties on which are to be advanced 
materially. 

It is true that the receipts have exceeded 
the expenditures since March. But the 
apparent gain has been an actual loss. The 
revenues ha ve been swollen by the antici- 
patory importation of goods to escape bigh- 
er duties. Thus the government has been 
swindled, out of revenue. If the tariff bill 
had: gone into force the day the House 
passed it, and all the goods which have 
been imported since then had paid the new 
duties, the custom-house collections would 
have been about two and a balf millious 
larger each day than they have 

Some time this month Congress will get 
through with its tariff bill and adjourn. 
When it reassembles in December its atten- 
tion will be called to the fact that the cus- 
toms receipts for the latter part of July 
and for August, September, October, and 
November were almost imperccptible. 
Then Congressmen will wish they had been 
braver and more sensible, and liad levied a 
higher beer tax. And when they see the 
Treasury stock of gold reduced on account 
of the payments made for the excessive 
stocks of goods imported singe March they 
will wish the enactment of the new law 
had not been so long delayed. 
Thus far only about twenty millions of 
gold have been exported t6 pay for the 
anticipatory imports of goods. But more 
gold will follow, for these goods are sold 
on sixty and ninety days’ time.

Forty Millions for the Mississippi 
How Much for the Chicago River? 
The Mississippi River commission held a 
meeting recently in New York City to deter- 
mine the manner in which the sum of $3,000, - 
000, recently appropriated by Congress for 
the further improvement of the river, should 
be expended. Representatives of the vari- 
ous river cities appeared before the board 
and presented the claims of their localities 
for money to pay for levees and other works. 

Following is the apportionment by the 
commission of the moneys appropriated for 
the river about New Orleans: For dredging 
the Mississippi, $400,000; for levees, $2,000, - 
000. The remainder, $533,083, is to be ex- 
pended for general expenses of the commis- 
sion, in the preservation of the banies and 
revetments, and putting into proper condi- 
tion the plant already on hand and the pur- 
chase of new plant and other purposes, The 
apportionments for the various districts are 
as follows: Lower St. Francis, $77,325; Upper 
Yazoo, $88,825; White River, $150,000: Lower 
Yazoo, $675,925; Upper Tensas, 3364 400; 
Palmyra, 35,000; Lower Tensas, $278,350; 
Atchafalaya, $168,750; Lafourche, $50,625; 
Pontchartrain, $137,675; Lake Borgne, $2,700; 
Barataria, $23,625. | 

The Mississippi River commission was 
created by act of Congress in 1879. It was 
composed in part of army engineer officers, 
in part of distinguished civil engineers in 
private life, and in part of prominent river 
navigators. They were to form plans of 
river improvement, make estimates of nec- 
essary expenditures, and apportion the 
money appropriated by Congress in such a 
way as to produce the greatest benefit to 
river navigation. 

The commission was organized and com- 
menced the performance of its duties in | 
1880. It has held periodical sessions since 
that time to prepare estimates of river 
work, to make reports of its proceedings, 
and to distribute the money te various points 
as engineering plans required. 

Including the appropriation of the pres- 
ent year the sum of $40,000,000 has been ex- 
pended by the commission since 1880 to 
improve the navigation of the Mississippi 
and to protect the lands along the valley 
from overfiow. A man who Knows all about 
the Mississippi River from its junction with 
the Missouri to its mouth says that for this 
expenditure of $40,000,000 not 40 cents’ worth 
of benefit has been. derived for either navi- 
gation or agriculture, There is no doubt 
as to the reasonableness and accuracy of 
his judgment in the matter. 

The fact is that if half the sum of the 
national debt at its greatest amount should 
be expended in works to control the channel 
and the flow of water in the Mississippi River 
Valley the money would be thrown away! 
The current of the Mississippi River down 
the valley is beyond human control as far 
as any appliances of engineering science 
and efforts of labor can be used. The entire ) 
valley is a continent of shifting sands. 

It the Mississippi River commission has 
done anything this year to provide for actual 
improvements in the channel of the river 
it is more than has been done in the past. 
The destruction of government and private 
levees by the recent floods, the changes in 
the channel, involving the waste of vast 
areas of the most valuable lands, the loss 
of crops, show that but little or nothing 
has been done by the government and private 
enterprise to reclaim and secure the Valley 
of the Mississippt for agricultural uses. The 
fields were as safe from overflow and hab- 
itations were as secure from destruction 
fifty years ago as they are now.—New York 
Sun. 

[The lake commerce of the Port of Chi- 
cago has exceeded that of the entire Mis- 
sissippi River and all its navigable tributa- 
ries for the last twenty years; and in all that 
time Congress has appropriated for the Chi- 
cago harbor less than three-quarters of one 
million of dollars. Is that a fair divide of | 
the contents of the pork barrel? Chicago 
has a Senator and seven seats in the House 
spending most of their working hours in 
struggling with the President and Secre- 
taries for offices for Chicago bummers. 
Would they not be a mighty sight better em- 
ployed in trying to get a few millions for the 
deepening, straightening, and widening of 
the South and North Branches or so much 
of those streams as are under federal con- 
trol as navigable waters—five or six miles 
on each? Or do they consider that the chief

The kinetoscope has several rivals. One 
is a large circle of cardboard about the cir- 
cumference of which are the pictures as 
seen in the little loose cards which one a 
like a pack of cards to see the pictures.

Boston, Mass., July 2.—[Special.)—The 
law is the favorite profession for the grad- 
uates of the academic department of the 
Harvard University. Of the replies re- 
ceived by William Lioyd Garrison Jr., Sec- 
retary of the class of 7, 111 have stated 
that they propose to study law and of this 
number a majority will enter the Harvard 
Law School. Business is second in the 
Hist, for at least seventy-five graduates will 
enter upon a commercial career. Fifty- 
eight will teach either temporarily or per- 
manently, twenty-five will continue their 
studies in various departments of learning, 
forty will enter medical schools, eight will 
take up journalism, and six will become 
ministers of the gospel. There are five 
mechanical engineers, five civil engineers, 
one electrical engineer, and two plain en- 
gineers, according to the returns to the 
Secretary. Architecture claims three, and 
various other livelihoods are represented, 
‘such as planter, farmer, author, orange 
“grower, navy, revenue service, postage 
stamp dealer, wholesale druggist, chem- 
ist, musician, geologist, and shipchandler. 
Sixty-two replied that they were undecided 
or else were silent as to their future plans.

An inspection of the figures referred to by 
President Eliot shows for Yale a slight gain 
in the middle States, but that the advantage 
is with Harvard everywhere else. 

Professor Beale, Chairman of the Athletic 
committee, after reading the address of 
Lieutenant Governor Woodruff, said: 

“As to this assertion we can show that 
Harvard has a hundred more students than 
Yale in New York, and I don't think it 16

SOME WHO DO THIS FOUND IN THE 
COLLEGES.

Reasons Why a Girl Cannot Work Her 
War Through College as Well asa 
Young Man—Barnard Opinion on 
Star Graduates and Normal Girls— 
Some of the Young Women Students 
Give Their Experitences—Average 
ofa College Course. 


It costs more to give a girl a college edu-. 
cation than it does to give one to a young 
man. To a great extent young men, if neces- 
Bary, can work their way through college 
in one way or another, paying all their ex- 
penses, or at least relieving their parents 
of part of the Gost. Girls cannot do this, be- 
cause they are unfit for it physically and ty 
“tempérament. The exceptions in this re- 
Spect certainly prove the rule, for most girls 
who attempt to work their way through 
college break down. It has been stated that 
the young men who work their way through 
maintain a higher grade of scholarship than 
their fellaw students who have plenty of 
‘money. This is not true of the girls who at- 


tempt to support themselves. They usually 


stand very well in their classes, but they are 

far behind their studious classmates who do 

not have to spend any time in ‘doing outside 

work. Thus the fact that girls cannot work 
their way through college, instead of lower- 

ing the grade of scholarship as a whole, 
raises it. 

When asked by a writer for the New York 
Sun tom an opinion as to the cost of giving a 
giri a collegiate education, one of the Bar- 
nard College graduates said: 

„ Bernard is very different from all the 
other leading colleges for women inasmuch 
as it is a city college. In the first place, the 
girls have no.time to do any outside work 
irc order to defray part of their expenses. 
Nearly all ot them live at home. Barnard 
has n great many applications from girls all 

„ over the country who wish to come here and 
work their way through college, but is forced 
to write and tell them that it does not find 
it: practicable to accept students on such 
conditions. | 

* “ Living at home, as our girls do, they do 
not find time to do any outside work. Most 
of them spend from one to three hours each 
day in getting to and from the college, and, 
of course, they have home duties and social 
claims on them. They are in a sense the 
mothers of their homes, as all grown girls 
are. When the mother is Ill the daughter has 
to look after the meals, do the marketing, 
attefid to the needs of the smaller children, 
receive her mother’s visitors, and, in short, 
take her mother’s place. This duty may be 
spasmodic, but it consumes time. A boy 
living at home and going to college has ab- 

_ golutely no demands of this kind on his time. 
It is considered necessary for a boy to have 

a collegiate education, and everybody

Plan Is Not Practicable. 

„ don't think it is practicable for a girl to 
Work her way through any college and do it 
eatisfactorily.

„ Presupposing that a girl who does not 

ve inthe city is an intelligent manager, she 
could probably go through Barnard at a cost 
not exceeding 8480 a year. The tuition is 
$150, which includes everything; the books 
and stationery will amount to $15 at the 
lowest, and some girls have obtained board 
and lodging as low as $4 a week, when two 
or three go. in together. Luncheons, car 
‘Yare, laundry, and even plain, necessary 
wlothing would not raise the amount more 
than $125. But she would find it impossible

and sessions are very short. We have no 
mit ey system. In Vassar, Wellesley, 

Smith, Bryn Mawr, and other colleges the 
students’ day begins at 7:30 o’clock in the 
morning and lasts until 10 o’clock at night. 
The students have no outside claims on their 
time, and so it is more practicable for them 
to do something toward helping themselves, 
though not many do so. 

The training here is better in many re- 
@yects than in most colleges. The girls do 
the same amount of work and it is as well 
done as at other colleges, and they do it in 
lesstime. Girls, after they master a subject, 
have a way of pegging away at it still. 
That's where they are not economic in their 
work. If you know a thing you know it, so 
it is wasting energy to go over and over 
the same ground, but it is woman’s temper- 
ament to do that. 

“ Tuition costs $400 a year at Vassar, 
which includes everything except books, sta- 
tionery, and extra laundry. But the rail- 
road expenses are quite an item; and then 
the class and society, fees are quite ex- 
pensive, to say nothing of the demands on 
the purse if a student goes in for the social 


life within the college. The girls there help 


to work their way through more, I believe, 
than they used to, but the practice is not 
common, and the same is true of Wellesley. 
There the tuition is $175 and the board in 
the- college building $225. From $10 to 820 
& year, in the way of-_fees, its added to the 
_.€Xpenses of all students who go heavily into 
scientific work, and then there are the same 
extra expenses that a woman incurs at any 
college. 
“ Barnard girls work under much harder 
conditions than the students in the colleges 


mentioned, but they are much more normal. 


They carry on their collegiate work without 
letting go of the duties and influences of 
homé life. Existence in the average college 
is ideal. A girl goes there and spends four 
years wheré everything tends to the devel- 
opment of the individual. She finds it very 
dificult to fit into a practical, everyday 
groove. Send a bright girl, say, to Vassar, 
and soon she thinks she isastar. It is not 
a good thing for a girl to think she is a 
star, for when she leaves college she falls 
back to find she is only an ordinary mortal. 
College girls feed on each other. They lead 
a thoroughly parasitic life. They are like 
plants in a hotbed. Everything is put on to 
nourish them, but it must be admitted that 
this live develops the originality and crea- 
tiveness more than the other. Furnishing 
their own social life, as college girls do, they 
are constantly on their mettle. If the stu- 
dents want to give a farce or play a clever 
girl comes forward and writes one, and im- 
mediately’ she is lauded to the skies. 
There is no tendency to exaggerate men- 
tal importance at rnard, for there can be 
no parasitic life in New York. If a student 
wishes to see a clever play she doesn't take 
time to write one and have it acted by her 
fellow-students; she goes to the theater. 
The most desirable thing for a woman is to 
be normal mentally and physically. That is 
better than being a genius. Girls who go 
through college as stars may be very bright, 
but they are sometimes very uncomfortable 
when they come back and settle down to 
everyday life. They often feel that they are 
not appreciated. There is no reason why a 
girl shouldn't be intellectual and norma! at 


the same time. The girl who is clever and 


willing to be normal ts a much-needed per- 
sonage. The world does not need extraordi- 
nary people so much as it does ordinary 


Many Girls, Break Down. 


“A normal girl cannot work her way } 


through college. In the first place she is 
not physically or temperamentally able to do

Indeed, they 
are utterly shut out from doing many things 
that their brothers can do to help pay their

tion about it. Her parents say: You'stay 
at home today,’ and she stays, and so it 
goes.

This girl was President of her class one 
year, which is the limit; was one of the 
editors of the college paper, a great honor; 
had a place on the basketball team, an- 
other great honor; played in the banjo club,

ceptional case, however. 
Increase Not Desirable. 
„An increase in the number of those who 


| work their way through college is not desira- 


ble. They nearly all stand well, but they 
are not the leaders of their class, because 
they don’t have enough time to devote to 
their studies, and they do not raise the grade 
of scholarship. Many of the girls earn a 
little pin money in one way or another, 
which helps them through. The. necessary 
expenditure is more in the freshman and 
senior years than during the other two. 
The first yeur there is the expense of fixing 
up one’s room, and the last there are a good 
many commencement expenses. These can 
be avoided, but most girls don't like to 
avoid them. Lots of money is of less use 
to college girls than to college men. Girls 
do not go in for social life as men do, and 
they have fewer temptations to spend 
money. Girls, perhaps, require less to get 
through college, but they are also less able 
to help themselves through. Smith is very 
democratic in this matter. Really the spirit 
| there is of the highest order. It never makes 
any difference in a girl's social standing, 
no matter what she does in the way of out- 
side work. A girl may go to another to get 
her to clean her room or do her mending 
and at the same time extend an invitation to 
her to be present at a very exclusive supper. 
Bome of the poorest girls there have been 
the most popular, while some with the most 
money have decidedly received the cold 
shoulder. 

Perhaps no one is so well able to get at all 
the ways in which college girls earn an 
honest penny as one who is actively at work 
in a college. Miss Alma Baumgarten, who is 
a junior at Smith College, thinks that it is 
all nonsense to say that a girl cannot work 
her way through college, at least in part. 
She says she doesn’t know anything about 


that girls are just as capable of helping 
themselves as men are. 
There are two ways in which a girl can 
‘live at Smith,“ she said. She can live in 
one of the campus houses at a weekly cost 
of from $7 to $10, or she can board in the vil- 
lage. A great many giris leave the campus 


say it is cheaper. That depends. A girl 
can live more expensively or less expensjvely 
off the campus. The range is usually from 
$7 to $10 a week for board outside, yet in 
some cases the girls live for as low as $4 or 
$5 a week. The girls, as a rule, who are 
helping themselves through prefer to live 
off the campus, as they can then avoid the 
10 o' clock rule. 

„Many of the girls at Smith tutor in va- 
rious branches, for which they receive 75 


of revenue. I know one girl who has paid 
more than half her tuition this fear by sell- 
ing blue prints and tutoring. Then quite a 
number of girls work their way through by 
serving as waitresses at meal times at the 
boarding-houses in the village, and others 
make a little by relieving the librarian at 
certain hours. Some girls sell articles on 
commission, and it is a common thing for a 
girl to give dancing lessons. They make 
qute a little at that. 


Ways of Earning Money. . 

One well-known feature among the girls 
is that of renting books. A girl can go 
through the four years without buying a 
book. A great many girls do an astonishing- 
ly large business in Easter and Christmas 
cards, original, valentines, and so on, and 
the same girls make fancy lamp shades, 
picture frames, and other articles, for which 
they find ready sale among their fellow 
students. Still others teach in the village 
schools and outside ones, too, fitting their 
hours to their college work. Some make 
copies of analyses for the teachers, when 
they wish to distribute them among the 
students, and some act as under assistants in 
the laboratories, for which they are very 
well paid. Girls often take notes of lectures 
for other girls who are absent, and they 
have been known to make quite a success- 
ful speculation with these notes. Then, if 
any well-known person gives an address at 
the college a few girls will take copies of it 
and sell them to the other girls. When 
Joe Jefferson lectured to us coples of his 
talk sold like hot cakes. A few girls derive 
culte a steady income from copies of pic- 
tures in pen and ink, and a number gather 
in the shekels by dressmaking and mending. 
Only the other day a girl told me that when 
ehe had finished all the shirt waists for 
which she had received orders she could 
pay all her expenses for the balance of the 
year and have enough left over to buy her- 
se'f a commencement gown. Girls some- 
times earn small sums by sitting as models 
for the life class in the art school, and then, 
too, there are those who play the piano, not 
only for dancing classes but also for social 


dances, which are given in the houses on 


the campus. 3 

“I was told before going to Smith College 
that it would cost me $1,000 a year. It 
hasn't. Board and laundry bills in the 
campus houses amount to $300 a year: the 
regular course is $100. It is plain from these 
figures that a girl can go through on $600 a 
year. My expenses have not been more 
than $700, and hardly that, a single year, 
and I include my railroad fare to and from 
St. Louis and all my clothing and extras. 
I have not lived lavishly, but I live more 
comfortably than is necessary. Ifa girl has 
to help pay her way through it is a great 
aid to her if her standing entitles her toa 
scholarship. The girls at Smith who pay 
part or all of their own expenses by doing 
outside work stand well. In every college 
there are a few girls who earn a little money 
by writing for the papers, but that is pre- 
cious little. A girl can do more satisfactory 
work if she doesn’t have to bother about 
money matters, though that never makes 
1 difference in her social stand- 

At Bryn Mawr the average expense of 
tuition, lodging, and board is in the neigh- 
borhood of $400. There are a great many 
scholarships, and recently twenty new ones 
were added. About the same number of 


Vassar and Wellesley, and the expenses are

It is evident that not so many women as 
men work their way through college. Few 
girls enter college who do not see the mo 
in sight to pay for the privilege.

A superior floor polish is made of a pint 
of the best raw linseed. oil, a pint of alcohol, 
half a pint of turpentine, and one oynce of 
spirits of ether. Purchase these ingredients 


a cheap peanut oil furnished to you for lin- 
seed oll, and a vile adulteration of spirits 
for alcohol, and impure turpentine. A polish 
made of such materials will lie on the sur- 
face of the wood and become sticky. In 
such a case the floor would require to be 
scraped or scrubbed with strong soap and 
hot water to remove the collection of impure 
oil and dust which clogs its surface. 

Birch makes an excellent kitchen floor, 
but one somewhat able to shrink. 

A superior quality of hard Georgia pine 
also makes a good kitchen floor, but it is 
not so hard as either birch or maple. 

Where there is an uneven floor of common 


‘spruce or pine in the kitchen, a thin floor 


of hardwood may be laid over it. This is an 
expensive alternative, however, as a floor 


of three-efghths of an inch thickness of 


hardwood costs as much as one of regular 
boards, and is not as certain to be close in 
its joints as the thicker floor. A cheaper 


linoleum. Select a linoleum. in plain color 
unless you can choose one in which the pat- 
tern is stamped in eolor entirely through 
both surfaces. A plain brown linoleum 
makes an excellent covering for a kitchen 
fioor. It is made of a combination of pulp 


of wood and oxidized linseed oil. It may be | 


treated in any way that a bardwood fioor 
may be treated. It should be glued down to 
the floor, not nailed. Linoleum is .some- 
what more expensive than ollcloth, but it is 
so superior to it that it has virtually suc- 
ceeded the better grades of that floor cover-
